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After several hearings, review of the subm ssions of the
parties, and a view of the relevant |ocation, the court finds,
for reasons stated on the record and reflected in the
stenographer's notes of the hearing this day, that the plaintiffs
have established a Iikelihood of success on the nerits of their
claimthat their First Amendnent rights would be violated by the
failure to permt their march al ong Causeway Street on Sunday,
July 25, 2004, that the hardship to the plaintiffs fromthe | ack
of an injunction would be irreparabl e and outwei ghs the hardship
to the defendants fromthe inposition of an injunction, and

finally that the public interest would best be served by the



fashioning of an injunction. It is therefore hereby ORDERED,
ADJUDGED AND DECREED:

That the defendants, their officers, agents, servants and
enpl oyees and all other persons in active concert and who receive
actual notice of this Order by personal service or otherw se
shall allow the plaintiffs to parade in accordance with the
previously issued parade permt for Sunday, July 25, 2004, except
that the parade will be permtted to proceed from Merri mac
Street, along Portland Street, al ong Causeway Street, al ong Canal

Street, and fromthere onto Valenti Way.
